The regulations also exclude appli- 
cants who complete 30 hours of a 100- 
hour INS-appoved course, and they 
provide for development of a test 
which applicants may take at inde- 
pendent testing centers instcod of the 
government exam. .

have even looked to TV aa a travel 

companion — fomiliar faces in even 
the most remote destination.

“Stepford Wives" sincerity of TV ac- 
tors and producers who explain that a 
sitcom on the order ofSuzanno Som- 
ers’ “She’s the Sheriff" can shed light 
on profound social issues such os 
AIDS and drug abuse. 

Too often when we plug into televi- 
sion it suspends our judgment and 
sense of place. And for the genuine 
couch potato there is a danger of be- 
ing sopped of the abilify to think at 
all, to merely reflect the reflections. 

A colleague takes great joy iiom 
lime to time in depositing on my desk ' 
newsletters from a fringe group called 
Society for the Eradication of Televi- 


viewers into object addiction” (Their 
rather unenlightening newsletter is, 
in my view, proof that they may not 
be nuking the best use of all that . 
non-TV time they hove on their 
hands). 

Television has come too far, too fast 
and is, in fact, too valuable in proper 
doses to be vanquished from society. 

As I flniahed the final chapter of a 
long-set-aside novel and flicked on - 
ABC's "Ni^Uine" to catch up on the 
latest international disaster, I real- 
ized — with apologies to Shakespeare 
— that too manyTV viewers watch 
"not wisely but too well.”
